Hours To Be Changed 


Postmaster Franklin Mcllwain said today that recent 
changes in mail service between Rushville and In­ 
dianapolis will result in some adjustment in the local post 
office beginning Sunday. The new schedule provided for 
incoming mail to arrive at 8 a.m. on Sundays and most 
holidays and the outgoing mail to be returned at 8:30 a.m. 
Consequently, the lobby will 'be open on those days only 
from 8 a.m. until it a.m. No outgoing mail will be 
dispatched after 8:30 a.m. on Sundays and most holidays. 
Beginning Monday stamp and service windows will 
open at 8:30 a.m. and will remain open until 5 p.m. 
Mondays through Fridays. .Saturday window hours will be 
8:30 a.m. until 12 noon. 
In commenting on the Christmas mails, Mr Mcllwain 
stated that mailers started very slowly . Volumes were off 
as much as 30 percent as late as December 15, as com­ 
pared to previous years. The mailing of Christmas cards 
picked up rapidly after that, however, and at closing time 
on Christmas Eve were off about seven percent from last 
year. This represented only about one card for each man, 
woman and child. 
Mr. Mcllwain expressed appreciation for the manner 
the mailers are presorting local and out-of-town mail and 
using Zip Codes. “ I’d dread to go back to the old way ol 
sorting,” he said, “where clerks had to learn the names 
and locations of hundred of towns, before the days of Zip 
Code.”

Cigarette Tax Ruled Illegal 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Boosters had to pay sales 
tax illegally on cigarettes for 10 years, according to the 
ruling of a Marion County judge in a class-action suit 
charging that both sales and excise taxes were collected 
improperly until last year. 
The suit concerned the collection of both sales and 
excise taxes on cigarettes from 1963, when Indiana’s 
sales tax was first enacted, until July 1, 1973, when the 
new sales tax law specifically provided that sales tax 
was to be collected on the full retail price of cigarettes. 
Judge Glenn Funk of Mahon County Superior Court 3 
ruled Tuesday that the sales tax was illegal during the 
10-year period. An estimated $30 million was collected in 
sales tax on cigarettes during the period. 
Court To Hear U.S. Steel Plea 
GARY, Ind (UPI) — A federal court hearing is 
scheduled today on a proposed six month delay to a 
consent decree ordering U. S. Steel Corp. to shut down 
its No. 4 open hearth furnace shop 
That’s a row' of 10 open hearth furnaces. 
U. S. Steel officials have said the shut-down in 
conformance with clean air demands would mean laying 
off about 4,000 employes New Year’s Eve. 
The proposed amendment to the decree apparently 
has the support of Gary city and state officials. The 
federal Environmental Protection Agency’s position was 
expected to be made clear at the hearing. 
Another question was whether the firm should pay a 
$3,000 air pollution fine if it keeps the furnaces running.

Indians Make Treaty Claim 


EAGLE BAY, NY (UPI) - Nine chiefs of the 
Mohawk Nation began a hearing in the Ganienkey 
long house Wednesday on several shootings which have 
occurred since a group of Indians laid claim to 
stateowned land in the Adirondacks 
Kakwirakeron. a spokesman for the approximately 65 
Indians who have been encamped at an abandoned girls 
camp at nearby Moss Lake since May 12. would release 
fewr details about the hearing. He said it would resume 
today. 
He said the testimony regards 11 shooting incidents 
directed against the Indian settlement as well as the 
shootings as they drove by the camp Oct. 28 of a 0-year- 
old girl and a white man. 
Kakwirakeron said the results of the hearing would be 
turned over to the chiefs of the Six Nation Confederacy. 
“No details will be released to citizens of the United 
States until the United States responds to our formal 
Nov. 24 complaint about the 11 shooting incidents that 
have been directed against our people,” Kakwirakeron 
said 
The Indians claim a 1794 treaty gives them title not 
only to the 612 acres of the camp but also to 9 million 
acres of land in northern New York and Vermont. 
They say they want only the publicly owned land in 
the block — a ^ it 3 million acres. 
Soviets Launch Unmanned Craft 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union launched, an 
unmanned space station today to conduct research on 
orDilai flights, the official Tass news agency said. 
Tass reported all equipment aboard the Salyut 4 space 
* station operating normally. It said the capsule was 
orbiting the earth every 89.1 minutes at a maximum 
height, oí 162 miles and a minimum, of 131. 
The new’S agency said the aim of the flight was “to 
further test the design, onboard systems and equipment 
of orbital stations and to conduct scientific and! technical 
studies and experiments in conditions of space flight.”

Commentary 
Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ We are coming to recognize that 
our current woes of recession, in­ 
flation and shortages of key prod­ 
ucts and raw materials didn’t erupt 
overnight. 
I think we also may be achieving 
the perhaps painful recognition 
that they won’t be resolved over­ 
night, or handled easily. 
In general terms, many Ameri­ 
cans are aware of some of the ac­ 
tions that ought to be taken. 
Some of the solutions are obvi­ 
ous. Others will not be popular or 
will not be implemented easily. Still 
others run counter to a number of 
pet notions many of us hold. 
Up to now, there has been a re­ 
luctance to address the solutions. 
The statem ents of far too many 
public officials have focused on as­ 
sessing the impact, of counting the 
casualties of economic problems. 
Granted, it’s important to have a 
grasp of the impact and be aware 
of those affected, in order that we 
might identify ways of assisting 
them. 
It’s one thing to help the victims 
of economic problems but quite an­ 
other to deal with the factors which 
brought difficulties upon the 
victims. 
Wt is fair to say that the nation 


hasn’t yet faced into the causes of 
our current troubles. Our willing­ 
ness to do so will provide the true 
test of whether we’re going to re­ 
solve economic troubles or merely 
buy time. 
A common thread in these 
problems is declining productivity.. 
Addressing productivity issues is a 
fundamental need. Productivity is 
increased by getting more output 
for every dollar spent. That helps 
solve the problem of shortages. It 
makes America more competitive 
in world markets. It protects the 
balance of trade. 
Cohesive national policies on 
energy and other strategic materi­ 
als can enhance our productivity 
and improve our position in the en­ 
ergy field. 
Streamlining of government reg­ 
ulation, and an end to obsolete reg­ 
ulation, will have a. favorable im­ 
pact on productivity. 
A modern transportation system 
— which will move cargo and peo­ 
ple more efficiently — will make 
both our economy and our society 
more productive. 
A tough-m inded approach to 
government spending, with empha­ 
sis on needs — not desires — 
would be another forward step.

Hoosier taxpayer will work the 
first 117 days of 1975 for the tax 
collector. On the 118th day, 
April 28, he will start working 
for himself. 
This year, the typical Hoosier 
taxpayer worked 123 days to 
satisfy taxes before starting to 
work for himself on May 4. 
Edward J. Bowman, director 
of 
the 
Cham ber’s 
taxation 
division, said the combined tax 
burden for 1975 comes to 32.4 
per cert of personal income— 
the lowest since 
1968. 
Last 
y ear’s percentage was 33.7. 
“ Most of us won’t actually be 
paying less in term s of tax 
dollars,” 
Bowman 
conceded. 
“'The 
good 
news 
is 
that, 
because the growth in taxes is 
not keeping 
pace 
with 
our 
growth in personal income, we 
are paying a sm aller percent­ 
age to the tax collector.”

Raymond

"It w ill be nip and tuck getting it 
done by January 6, but It will be 
liveable. 
A lot of finishing 
touches will remain to be done, 
as many things on order have 
not arrived. They are little 
things like some of the plumbing 
and light fixtures. Some of the 
marble trim arrived broken and 
may not be back in time to trim 
the interior." 
Senate President pro-tem 
Phillip Gutman had said he was 
“keeping all fingers, toes, arms 
and legs crossed" that the 
Senate would be able to meet in 
the renovated chambers. The 
temporary quarters used for the 
last session are gone from the 
State Office Building, being 
altered for the Department of 
Revenue. 
The Senate held the one day 
organizational meeting in the 
rotunda on folding chairs, ad­ 
journing most of the day to

on

changes.

sessions. 
Former Governor Edgar D. 
Whitcomb set an all time record, 
with 62 vetoes during the 1969 
session, dropping down to 11 in 
the next biennial meeting and 6 
in the first short session. 
Governor Bowen has been 
consistent, with 8 vetos in each 
of the two sessions of his ad­ 
ministration. The number will 
climb with the Democratic 
controlled Huse and the close 
division in the Senate. Seven of 
Bowen’s vetos will be the first 
order of business when the 
General Assembly reconvenes, 
with one already sustained. 
L egislators, 
having been 
stuck in the State 
House 
elevators, appropriated funds 
and left instructions to have 
them replaced and modernized.

ence Rookie of the Year. 
Hicks, a No. 1 draft choice 
out of Ohio State who proved to 
be 
a 
real 
"blue 
chipper,” 
became 
the 
first 
offensive 
lineman, other than an end. to 
gain the honor in the 20-year 
history of the aw ard. He won 
by a slim one vote over running 
back W ilbur Jackson of the San 
Francisco 49ers in the nation­ 
wide 
balloting of 
39 sports 
w riters, three from each NFC 
city. 
H icks 
received 
13 votes 
com pared to 12 for .Jackson 
who, after a brilliant collegiate 
career at 
Alabama, 
ranked 
eighth in rushing in the NFC 
with 705 yards on the ground 
d espite m issing a couple of 
gam es because of injuries. The 
only other rookie to get more 
than two votes was linebacker 
Waymond Bryant of the Chica­ 
go Bears who was named on 
four ballots. 
The Giants finished the 1973 
season with a 2-12 record, tied 
with Baltimore for the worst 
m ark in the National Football 


League, but it was hardly the 
fault of the 6-foot-2, 260 pound 
Hicks who, along with fellow, 
rookie guard Tom Mullen of 
Southwest Missouri State, gave 
the Giants one of the better 
offensive lines in the league. 
"You really can’t m easure an 
individual performance such as 
mine in view of the team s poor 
record,” said Hicks, who, along 
with an AH America selection, 
also won 
both 
the Outland 
Trophy and Ixmibardi Trophy 
during his senior year at Ohio 
State. “ I really didn’t expect to 
start this year and I had a lot 
of learning to do. I tried to 
reach a point of consistency.”

In Decision To Invade Germany 


Too 
Proud 
to 
Fight, 
by 
Patrick Devlin. 
(Oxford, $19.50) 
When 
the world’s nations 
chose up sides before World 
War I, the United States did not 
automatically favor Great Brit­ 
ain and the Allies, a fact that 
grows obscure with the passing 
of years. 
This sharply written, engross­ 
ing study traces the events that 
logically led Woodrow Wilson, 
the highly principled president 
of the United States, to reach 
the decision against Germany. 
Lord Devlin, a prominent 
British 
jurist 
with 
a 
deep 
knowledge of the United States, 
focuses on the tactics used by 
Britain and Germany to win 
over 
this 
country 
as 
they 
worked upon Wilson. 
Wilson was a pious, scholarly 
man 
unlike 
m any' of 
his 
predecessors and successors. 
He personally was in charge at 
the White House, and in charge 
in an oddly parochial fashion. 
He “might almost have been 
running a parish with the help 
of his wife and a curate and a 
portable typewri ter. * ’ 
The battle, then, was for the 
mind of Woodrow Wilson and it 
“was fought with moral and 
legal forces...” With Wilson 
neither side won morally, and 
“on the legal side the British 
never captured the mind of 
Wilson but Germany eventually 
lost altogether.” 
Devlin has captured a man in 
the throes of a decision about a 
course of action that would 
alter the state of mankind. Into 
the skeleton of lawful prece­ 
dents, he tried to breath “the 
spirit of justice.”

Brack­ 
man's book concentrates on 
Schliemann’s fulfillment of a 
boyhood ambition to prove the 
Trojan war was no myth. It is 
a rags-to-riches story without 
hero worship. Brackman says 
'Schliemann made his millions 
a sa 19th century war profiteer; 
he was a vain, pompous and 
sometimes destructive scientist, 
but when he unearthed Troy 
“ modern 
archaeology 
was 
born.”

bined profits of nearly $1 billion 
paid no federal income tax in 
1973 because the tax laws let 
them, says Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik, D-Ohio. 
In his third annual survey of 
tax. payments of 160 major U.S. 
corporations, 
Vanik 
said 
Wednesday there were 20 other 
corporations, with profits of 
$5.3 billion, that paid income 
taxes at effective rates of 10 
per cent or less 


“Let me stress," Vanik said 
in a House floor speech, “that 
these corporations have done 
nothing illegal in lowering their 
tax rates They have simply 
taken advantage, quite effec­ 
tively, of the magnitude of tax 
subsidies which have been 
enacted into the tax laws over 
the years.” 


Vanik, a member ot the tax-

“Poor health is, in considera­ 
ble part a t least, the result of 
the low incomes of individuals 
rather than its cause,” said the 
report from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

The Forward Plan for Health

Northern White Cedar is a

with a narrow conical crown. It 
form s an extrem ely dense 
w indbreak 
and

be 
planted closer together (about 6- 
8 feet apart) 
than pine or 
spruce, because of its narrow 
cone shape. It will grow well on 
a variety of soils but also has the 
ability to grow on wret organic 
soils, which makes it valuable 
for stopping wind erosion on 
muck soils. Once established it 
will grow about 1-2 feet in height 
per year. 
It should not

N orw ay 
Spruce 
will 
be 
available for planting in the 
Spring of 1975. Norway Spruce 
has dark green dropping foliage 
and is native to Europe. It is 
faster growing than any of the 
spruces native to the eastern 
United States and it is also 
faster growing than Colorado 
Spruce. It forms a medium 
dense 
w indbreak 
(usually 
slightly m ore dense than the 
pines; but is slower growing 
than White Pine, it requires a 
fairy good soil and will grow 
well anywhere in Indiana. It is a 
w ide 
sp read in g 
tree 
and 
therefore should not be planted 
closer than 12 feet apart. On 
good soil, Norway Spruce will 
grow 2-3 feet per year.

J. Seward Johnson’s 50-room 
$15 million mansion is rising 
like a mountain of stone to 
prove the adage 
“a mao’s 
home is his castle.” 
“My wife and I are building 
this house primarily to avoid 
the dangers that have become 
apparent to people of wealth 
from extortioners, 
kidnapers 
and thieves,” said Johnson, the 
79-year-old heir to the Johnson 
St Johnson millions. 
A forest separates the man­ 
sion from those of the merely 
rich. One swimming pool will 
be almost as big as a football 
field. 
Johnson’s 
young 
wife 
Barbara has named the estate 
“Jashna Polana,” or “Happy 
Fields.” 


Johnson, like other angry 
taxpayers, has been fighting 
over the tax assessment on his 
land. He purchased the wooded 
140-acre tract for $1 million, 
and that it is assessed value. 
But Johnson argues that it is 
worth no more than $500,000. 


However, some township offi­ 
cials say next spring when the 
mansion will be finished it 
could be worth as much as $20 
million. One item adding to the 
expíense is the security system 
—a

—The second floor private 
residence of the Johnsons will 
include two nine-foot sunken 
marble spa-type bat hubs, a 
“shampoo sink,” a painting 
room complete with a vault 
door, barred windows and an 
electrical disappearing stair­ 
case, a dog chute to allow pets 
to leave the bedroom area to 
the grounds, a sauna and a 
mechanical massage table. 


—Throughout the home there 
will be parquet floors, bronze 
casement windows with bullet­ 
proof glass, two elevators, at 
least five fireplaces, English 
wall paneling, stone cornices, 
cove lighting and heated towel 
racks in each of 18 bathrooms.

“This guy is not putting up 
something that’s just lush and 
fancy,” says township building 
inspector W.J. Shin.

Many families seen unpre­ 
pared or unwilling to face up to 
the threat of austerity and 
sacrifice presented by today’s 
uncertain economy . 
Signs of stress are indicated 
by increased borrowing, great­ 
er reliance on credit buying, 
late payment on bills and a 
sharp rise in personal bank­ 
ruptcies. 
Some families already are 
immersed in a depressionlike 
situation. But some authorities 
believe most families are able 
to cope. 


Many less affluent families 
may be losing faith in the 
American dream of an abun­ 
dant future.

Examples: Some 
are postponing medical and 
dental checkups to save money.

“Part of the problem,” says 
the report, “is that people don’t 
realize Extension Services are 
available. 
“Those who know are going 
to that resource for information 
on meal planning and nutrition, 


do-it-yourself tips, how to can 
and freeze at home, as well as 
all aspects of household budget­ 
ing and financial planning.” 
Fighting inflation and not 
winning all the rounds may not 
be all that bad for American 
families, it turns out. 
Some experts involved in this 
probe of the economic life of 
the American family in these 
puzzling times voiced this idea: 
“Hard times and austerity 
may help Americans rediscover 
a simpler, more basic lifestyle 
and value system.” 
But at the opposite corner, 
other experts expressed fear. 
They’re worried that intensi­ 
fied economic strains will lead 
to increased skepticism and 
alienation from .American so­ 
cial and political institutions — 
the American way of life.

Some of the criticism has 
even come from those most 
committed to the m ovem ent’s 
goal of unity. 
United Methodist delegates to 
last m onth’s plenary session of

Union, for example, refused to 
affirm, 
an 
effort 
by 
COCU 
members aimed at moving the 
nine churches toward a mutual 
recognition of members, that 
“m em bership in a particular 
church is full participation in 
the whole people of God.”" 
The Methodist delegates, vir­ 
tually the only plenary partici­ 
pants 
to 
vote 
against 
the 
proposal, 
said 
they 
did 
so 
because they were disappointed 
that the statem ent did not go 
far enough. 
One of the major architects 
of the international ecumenical 
movement, however, has re­ 
cently given, a ringing defense 
of the movement, in particular 
the aspect so often criticized— 
dialogue. 
Cardinal 
Jan 
Willebrands. 
president of 'the Vatican Se­ 
cretariat for Promoting Chris­ 
tian Unity, in this year's Paul 
Wattson Lecture, m arking the 
10th anniversary of the Second 
Vatican,

ecumenism, said dialogue was

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
world’s hungry can be fed, but 
the world must face the fact 
that population growth has to

This is the thesis of a new 
summary on the world food 
supply, and what can be done 
to overcome malnutrition. 
“ Without a doubt .the world’s 
food production can and will be 
increased. But...there are very 
distinct limits to the amount by 
which it can be increased," 
says a publication from 
the 
Public Affairs Committee, Inc. 
“ And in many countries, the 
number of mouths to be fed is 
increasing more rapidly than 
the food supply.... 
“The problem is not simply 
one of restricting 
births....in 
addition to a stable food, supply, 
millions of people need literacy 
and health services and educa­ 
tional opportunities before they 
will choose to limit the size of 
their families." 
The situation of the world’s 
hungry 
is 
summ arized 
by 
Maxwell S Stewart, secretary 
of the committee, which is a 
nonprofit educational organiza­ 
tion 
The publication is titled 
* Food for the World’s Hungry.” 
Stewart estim ates that the 
world could cut its 75 million 
“excess” births in half for a 
total of less than $1. billion a 
year. This is roughly one tenth
